Botulism has been known to
develop ten days after its.victim
has partaken of contaminated
food although its.incubation per-
iod is generally only a few hours.
Symptoms include blurred and
double vision, diarrhea, thick
speech and difficulty in swal-
lowing.

An antitoxin or serum is avail-
able for immediate treatment.
Time is the important factor and
a few hours delay may be fatal.
For those who have eaten' the
food but have not developed
symptoms, smaller doses of the
antitoxin should be given. In all
instances, the local health officer
is to be notified in order that
laboratory tests may be made,
adequate ' treatment instituted
and any other victims from the
same source located.
